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EDITORIAL 


The  Alumni  Association  in  order  bet- 
ter to  serve  the  interests  of  its  members 
and  to  function  generally  in  a  more  ef- 
fective manner,  has  at  last  accom- 
plished what  it  has  long  needed — a 
central  and  presumably  permanent  office 
at  the  Medical  School.  It  is  difficult  for 
any  organization  with  changing  officers 
to  enjoy  continuity  of  purposes  and  ac- 
tivities when  it  has  no  permanent  head- 
quarters. We  have  heard  of  certain 
types  of  business  men  who  carry  their 
offices  in  their  hats,  but  when  the  wear- 
er with  his  ambulatory  office  passes  out 
of  the  picture  the  business  goes  with 
him.  This,  in  a  way,  is  apt  to  be  the 
fate  of  each  dynasty  of  an  organization 
whose  place  of  business  is  that  where  its 
officers  of  the  time  being  happen  to  be 
located.  The  Alumni  Association  has 
never  been  more  constructively  active 
than  during  the  past  five  years ;  that  ac- 
tivity we  hope  to  perpetuate  by  the  ac- 
quisition of  an  office  and  a  permanent 
paid  secretary.    Its  office  at  the  Medical 


School  will  now  be  the  publishing  office 
of  this  Bulletin  and  the  headquarters  of 
a  revivified  Alumni  Appointment  Bu- 
reau which  will  soon  begin  to  function 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Association. 

It  often  happens,  in  the  course  of  hu- 
man events,  that  young  men  on  graduat- 
ing from  the  Medical  School  or  from  the 
hospital  do  not  know  where  to  turn  for 
hospital  appointments,  for  location  in 
practice  or  for  other  types  of  employ- 
ment. The  Medical  School,  the  Medical 
Society  and  individual  physician  are 
often  appealed  to  for  assistance  in  find- 
ing young  men  to  fill  more  or  less  im- 
portant positions  in  hospitals  or  in  prac- 
tice. At  present  there  is  no  effective 
way  to  get  these  two  interests  together — 
of  finding  the  man  for  the  job  or  the 
job  for  the  man.  Miss  Ruth  Symonds, 
who  has  taken  charge  of  the  office,  of  the 
Association  at  the  school,  has  already 
had  considerable  experience  in  engineer- 
ing appointments  for  the  undergrad- 
uates, and  in  a  short  time  should  be  able

to  give  great  assistance  in  the  same  way 
to  the  graduates.  Two  things  only  are 
necessary  in  order  to  have  this  appoint- 
ment bureau  working  smoothly ;  the  men 
must  acquire  the  habit  of  going  to  it  in 
search  of  jobs,  and  jobs  must  acquire  the 
habit  of  going  to  it  in  search  of  men. 


The  officers  of  the  Association  believe 
that,  in  instituting  this  Bureau,  it  has 
started  one  of  the  most  useful  services 
it  could  establish  for  the  good  of  the 
school  and  of  its  membership,  but  the 
mill  must  have  grist  on  which  to  grind. 


THE  TEACHING  OF  MEDICINE  AT  THE  PETER  BENT 
BRIGHAM  HOSPITAL

At  the  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital 
eighty-eight  beds  with  2,421  admissions 
in  1927  and  an  outdoor  department  with 
3,610  new  medical  cases  making  32,311 
visits  are  available  to  the  students  of  the 
Department  of  Medicine  for  teaching- 
purposes  and  are  used  in  teaching  stu- 
dents of  the  second,  third,  and  fourth 
years.  The  hospital  is  constructed  on 
the  pavilion  plan.  A  maximum  of  four- 
teen senior  students  works  as  clinical 
clerks  at  any  given  time.  A  large  pro- 
portion of  these  students  spend  three 
months,  the  others  two  months  working 
all  day  every  day  in  the  study  of  pa- 
tients. It  is  the  policy  to  limit  each  stu- 
dent to  one  new  ward  patient  every  oth- 
er day ;  as  a  rule  admissions  are  in  ex- 
cess of  the  number  assigned  to  students. 
Bach  student  spends  two  half  days  per 
week  for  two  months  in  the  outdoor  de- 
partment seeing  new  patients  and  re- 
turned ambulatory  patients.  Each  stu- 
dent sees  all  of  his  ward  patients  daily 
or  for  outdoor  department  patients,  at 
varying  intervals,  in  order  that  he  may 
study  the  development  of  disease  condi- 
tions and  their  treatment  in  individual 
patients.  This  group  of  students  has  an 
hour's  conference  twice  a  week  with  the 
supervising  instructor.  At  these  confer- 
ences certain  definite  subjects  are  inti- 
mately discussed.     In  addition  to  these 


more  specific  subjects  the  treatment  of 
minor  symptoms  and  ailments  is  taken 
up,  general  quizzes  are  held,  and  topics 
that  have  troubled  the  students  on  the 
wards  are  also  considered. 

For  ward  patients  the  student  takes 
the  history,  makes  the  physical  examina- 
tion, and  carries  out  the  clinical  labora- 
tory measures,  summarizes  these,  and 
gives  a  tentative  diagnosis.  There  is  a 
laboratory  for  the  student  for  this  work. 
All  of  the  student's  record  is  written 
out  in  long  hand  and  when  finished,  it 
is  checked  and  corrected  by  the  senior 
house  officer  in  charge  of  the  ward.  Af- 
ter this  review,  the  student's  history 
goes  to  the  stenographer's  and  is  typed 
for  the  hospital  record  of  the  patient, 
the  corrected  long-hand  draft  being  re- 
turned to  the  student  to  be  handed  in  to 
an  instructor  as  a  record  of  his  work; 
eventually  the  student's  record  is  re- 
turned to  him  that  he  may  have  records 
of  his  own  patients  for  future  study  and 
reference.  To  these  patients  the  stu- 
dent has  daily  access  with  complete  free- 
dom to  make  repeated  examinations  so 
long  as  the  patients  remain  in  the  hos- 
pital. He  follows  their  treatment,  their 
special  examinations,  witnesses  opera- 
tions if  the  patient  is  transferred  to  the 
surgical  service,  and  sees  autopsies  on 
fatal  eases ;  in  other  words,  the  student, 
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as  clinical  clerk,  participates  in  every 
procedure  carried  out  on  the  patients 
assigned  to  him. 

In  the  outdoor  department  the  stu- 
dents are  assigned  cases  for  study,  they 
record  their  findings,  and  follow  up 
these  patients  on  return  visits.  There 
they  work  under  house  officers  and  a 
member  of  the  visiting  staff  in  charge  of 
the  outdoor  department.  In  the  out- 
door department  patients  come  by  ap- 


they  have  studied  form  the  basis  of  clin- 
ical experience  and,  as  students,  the 
members  of  the  fourth-year  class  are  led 
to  make  a  beginning  in  the  accumulation 
of  memories  of  observed  patients,  which, 
in  the  future,  will  constitute  the  indi- 
vidual 's  clinical  experience  to  be  supple- 
mented by  reading  to  form  eventually 
that  practical,  working  knowledge  of 
medicine  that  enables  the  physician  to 
become  a  good  diagnostician  and  a  wise 


pointment,  which  makes  possible  an  am- 
ple number  of  new  patients  at  the  hour 
when  the  students  begin  their  work  and 
a  return  of  patients  on  the  days  when 
the  student,  who  has  first  seen  the  pa- 
tient, is  on  duty.  The  same  staff  mem- 
ber and  house  officer  work  consecutively 
with  the  student. 

On  ward  visits,  which  occur  daily  and 
are  attended  by  each  student  on  four 
days  a  week  (on  two  days  the  student 
is  in  the  outdoor  department),  the  stu- 
dent presents  his  patient's  history  and 
the  physical  examination  for  discussion 
and  verification  by  the  physicians  in 
charge  of  these  patients.  Students  are 
required  to  memorize  data  about  their 
patients  and  to  give  the  history  and  the 
results  of  examination  from  memory. 
The  memorized  records  of  the  patients 


therapeutist.  Somewhat  similar  meth- 
ods are  followed  for  ambulatory  patients 
in  the  outdoor  department. 

In  addition  to  the  fourth-year  stu- 
dents at  the  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hos- 
pital, one  group  of  second-year  students 
receives  instruction  in  physical  diagnosis 
under  an  assistant  in  medicine  and  the 
third-year  class  meets  frequently  for  lec- 
tures and  amphitheater  demonstrations 
by  members  of  the  staff  who  are  profes- 
sors, associate  professors,  or  assistant 
professors  in  the  Department  of  Medi- 
cine. 

The  medical  staff  of  the  Peter  Bent 
Brigham  Hospital  is  organized  as  fol- 
lows: There  is  a  physician-in-chief,  who 
is  also  a  professor  in  the  medical  school. 
There  are  three  physicians,  one  of  whom 
is  associate  professor,  one  associate  clin- 
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Leal  professor  and  one  assistant  profes- 
sor in  the  Department  of  Medicine.  All 
t'onr  have  office  quarters  in  the  Peter 
Bent  Brigham  Hospital,  where  they  may 
see  private  patients ;  all  have  the  priv- 
ilege of  outside  visitation  on  patients, 
and  all  have  the  privilege  of  having  pay 
patients  in  the  private  ward  of  the  Peter 
Bent  Brigham  Hospital.  On  these  four 
men  devolves  the  major  part  of  the  ward 
visits  with  students,  which  are  made 
daily  and  last  for  from  two  to  two  and 
a  half  hours. 

In  addition  to  these  there  are  associ- 
ates in  medicine,  who  cany  on  special 
fields  of  work  as  well  as  conducting  the 
ward  visits  from  time  to  time.  Most  of 
these  men  average  a  half  day's  work  at 
the  hospital  daily,  though  there  is  con- 
siderable variability  in  the  hospital  du- 
ties and  type  of  special  study  of  this 
"roup.  One  of  these  men  is  making  a 
special  study  of  nephritis  and  iitilizes 
such  patients  with  nephritis  as  are  de- 
sirable for  his  studies.  Ambulatory  pa- 
tients with  nephritis,  before  or  after 
study  in  the  wards,  come  to  the  outdoor 
department  in  a  group  or  class  on  as- 
signed days,  and  so  are  consecutively 
studied.  Another  associate,  similarly,  is 
in  charge  of  the  cardiac  group  and  su- 
pervises the  electrocardiographic  sta- 
tion. Another  makes  special  study  of 
gastro-intestinal  disease ;  another  of 
blood  diseases ;  still  another  of  diabetes ; 
another  of  thyroid  disturbances ;  and  so 
on.  Special  workers  are  assigned  to  as- 
sist in  these  studies  and  usually  a  mem- 
ber of  the  resident  staff  belongs  to  such 
a  group.  The  associates  may  or  may 
not  have  a  teaching  post  in  the  medical 
school ;  they  may  have  private  patients 
in  the  hospital  and  charge  them  for  pro- 
fessional service.  However,  their  chief 
return  for  time  spent  in  hospital  work 
comes  from  the  facilities  for  special  in- 


vestigation provided  for  them  by  the 
laboratories  and  wards  of  the  hospital.  . 

There  are  seven  junior  associates  in 
medicine,  younger  men  on  small  sala- 
ries spending  their  entire  time  in  spe- 
cial work.  These  receive  their  meals  in 
the  institution,  though  they  live  outside 
the  hospital. 

The  resident  staff  is  composed  of  one 
resident  physician,  five  assistant  resi- 
dent physicians,  and  twelve  house  offi- 
cers. The  house  officers  are  appointed 
on  competitive  examination  and  serve 
for  sixteen  months,  four  months  in  the 
clinical  laboratory,  four  months  as  jun- 
ior and  four  months  as  senior  in  charge 
of  house  patients,  and  four  months  in 
the  outdoor  department  in  charge  of  am- 
bulatory patients.  The  assistant  resi- 
dents have  half  their  time  for  duties 
connected  with  some  phase  of  the  man- 
agement of  patients  and  half  of  their 
time  free  for  special  investigation.  The 
resident  physician  is  in  general  charge 
of  the  resident  staff  and  handles  such 
emergencies  as  arise  in  the  absence  of 
members  of  the  visiting  staff. 

Assistant  resident  physicians  are  ap- 
pointed by  selection  from  the  house  of- 
ficer group  at  the  Peter  Bent  Brigham 
Hospital  or  elsewhere.  They  are  ap- 
pointed for  a  year  and  may  be  reap- 
pointed. From  the  assistant  residents 
the  resident  physician  is  selected ;  he 
usually  serves  two  years  or  more  in  the 
capacity  of  resident  physician.  Assist- 
ant residents  and  resident  physicians 
live  in  the  hospital  and  receive  small 
salaries. 

It  has  always  been  the  policy  of  the 
medical  service  to  select  as  members  of 
the  resident  staff  men  trained  in  any  of 
the  better  schools  and  usually  at  least 
half  of  these  men  are  graduates  of  other 
schools  than  Harvard.  This  has  proved 
to  be  very  stimulating,  not  alone  to  the

resident  staff,  but  to  the  older  members 
of  the  visiting  staff. 

Between  these  various  staff  members 
and  fourth-year  students  serving  as  clin- 
ical clerks,  there  are  many  points  of 
contact  giving  the  student  an  opportu- 
nity to  see  something  of  the  more  elab- 
orate and  special  methods  of  investigat- 
ing patients.  The  clinical  clerks  gather 
for  instructional  conferences  at  frequent 
intervals.  However,  it  is  the  policy  to 
drill  the  students  in  the  simpler  meth- 
ods of  clinical  examination  rather  than 
to  teach  them  how  to  carry  out  elaborate 
special  methods.  As  to  the  latter,  it  is 
the  aim  to  teach  their  usefulness  and  the 
interpretation  of  data  obtained  from 
them  rather  than  to  instruct  in  the  mech- 
anism of  these  highly  specialized  meth- 
ods. 

All  records  of  patients  are  typed  with 
carbon  copies,  the  latter  eventually  to 
become  the  property  of  the  house  offi- 
cer in  charge  of  that  patient.  For  mem- 
bers  of  the  resident  staff,  dictaphones 
are  used  for  making  records.  Conse- 
quently house  officers  and  residents  have 
to  spend  no  time  in  the  unprofitable 
work  of  writing  patients'  records  in  long 
hand.  This  ease  of  making  records  is  a 
stimulus  to  securing  frequent  and  ample 
notes  on  patients  from  the  members  of 
both  the  resident  and  visiting  staff.  All 
records  of  any  sort  are  signed  by  the 
one  making  them.  Objective  descrip- 
tions of  findings  are  recorded ;  deduc- 
tions are  entered;  diagnoses  are  suggest- 
ed ;  and  opinions  as  to  prognosis  and 
treatment  are  given.  The  final  diagno- 
sis of  the  service  is  based  on  these  rec- 
ords and  the  various  opinions  that  have 
been  expressed.  It  is  a  rule  that  no  ob- 
servation nor  opinion,  once  recorded, 
may  be  erased  or  changed.  However, 
in  another  note  any  one  may  express  a 
different  opinion  and  record  his  reasons 


for  change.  To  make  and  record  obser- 
vations, to  attempt  to  interpret  them 
and  to  record  diagnoses,  stimulates 
thought  and  the  crystallization  of  ideas. 
For  this  reason  each  one,  from  student 
up  to  physician-in-chief,  is  expected  to 
make  such  records.  To  compare  the  final 
diagnosis,  possibly  checked  at  operation 
or  autopsy,  with  such  signed  expres- 
sions of  opinion,  is  a  most  instructive 
and  stimulating  thing  and  encourages 
the  best  form  of  medical  honesty.  It 
allows  the  student  to  appreciate  both  the 
possibilities  and  the  difficulties  of  diag- 
nosis. 

The  hospital  is  provided  with  labora- 
tories for  the  usual  clinical  laboratory 
procedures  and  for  special  investigation 
by  members  of  the  resident  and  non-res- 
ident staff.  (Though  these  laboratories 
were  ample  when  the  hospital  was 
opened  thirteen  years  ago,  they  are  now 
inadequate  and  should  be  added  to.) 
There  is  no  separate  clinical  laboratory 
service  but  the  clinical  laboratories  are 
supervised  by  the  physician-in-chief  and 
the  work  is  done  by  members  of  the  staff 
aided  by  the  needed  non-medical  techni- 
cians. 

Each  week  the  medical  staff  with  its 
students  participates  with  the  surgical 
and  X-ray  services  in  a  clinico-roentge- 
nological  conference  where  the  interest- 
ing X-rays  of  the  week  are  presented 
with  the  clinical  data  of  the  patients 
and  the  cases  are  discussed.  The  medi- 
cal staff  meets  once  a  week  as  a  journal 
club  at  which  time  reviews  of  current 
literature  are  presented  by  stall'  mem- 
bers and  students. 

On  Saturday  forenoons  staff  rounds 
are  conducted  by  the  physician-in-chief. 
The  patients  selected  by  those  in  charge 
of  wards  for  study  and  discussion  at 
this  time  are  those  who  show  unusual 
conditions,  or  present  difficulty  in  diag-

nosis,  or  illustrate  the  effects  of  treat- 
ment. These  cases  are  presented  by  the 
house  officers.  All  members  of  the  staff, 
the  students,  and  the  visiting  physicians 
attend.  Discussion  is  usually  brisk  and 
all  are  expected  to  express  opinions  and 
ask  questions  with  complete  freedom. 
An  assistant   resident  keeps  notes  and 


a  summary  of  the  discussion  is  prepared 
to  be  entered  in  the  record  of  the  patient 
under  discussion.  Twice  a  month  at  an 
evening  medical  meeting  papers  are  pre- 
sented by  invited  guests  and  patients 
are  demonstrated  by  house  officers.  Stu- 
dents attend  all  of  these  conferences  and 
meetings. 


VANDERBILT  HALL  LIBRARY 


An  attractively  panelled  room  on  the 
first  floor  of  Vanderbilt  Hall  has  been 
set  aside  as  a  small  non-medical  library 
for  the  students.  The  hope  of  the  Dor- 
mitory Committee  is  ultimately  to  equip 
this  room  with  books  and  current  peri- 
odicals, creating  a  library  similar  to 
that  found  in  the  Harvard  Club  or  the 
Farnsworth  Collection  in  the  Widener. 
As  there  is  shelf  room  for  only  1400  vol- 
umes, the  dormitory  library  will  of 
course  be  on  a  much  smaller  scale  than 
either  of  these  collections. 

Because  of  the  many  drives  for  money 
which  are  being  carried  on  by  medical 
institutions  at  the  moment,  the  commit- 
tee has  sought  to  raise  funds  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books  and  periodicals  by  pri- 
vate subscription.  Donations  of  books 
from  private  libraries  have  been  made 
by  certain  individuals.  Additional  funds 
are  needed,  however,  and  further  gifts 


of  books  are  greatly  desired.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  a  contribution  may  be  made 
as  a  memorial  to  an  individual,  and  in 
such  an  instance  the  books  purchased 
with  the  money  may  be  suitably  in- 
scribed. It  is  also  desirable  to  have 
books  carrying  the  bookplates  of  alumni 
as  well  as  the  library  bookplate,  and 
gifts  so  marked  will  be  greatly  appre- 
ciated. 

It  is  probable  that  the  library  will  be 
made  a  memorial  to  Dr.  Oliver  Wendell 
Holmes,  one  of  the  rare  individuals  who 
was  able  to  make  significant  contribu- 
tions to  both  literature  and  medical  sci- 
ence. If  these  plans  are  carried  out, 
the  room  could  suitably  be  made  a  re- 
pository for  such  Holmesiana  as  may  be- 
come available.

In  compiling  the  Third  Report  of  the  Class 
the  general  plan  of  previous  reports  has 
been  followed.  While  a  much  more  elabor- 
ate questionnaire  might  have  been  sent 
out,  it  was  felt  that  a  rather  brief  statement 
of  the  important  events  and  activities,  in 
each  one's  career,  was  more  desirable,  and, 
moreover,  the  expense  of  publication  would 
not  warrant  a  larger  volume.  It  was  also 
thought  desirable  to  include  as  members 
certain  names,  not  in  previous  reports,  of 
those  who  received  their  degree  with  us  in 
1901,  or  were  temporary  members  of  the 
class.
